THE  BRITISH  APPLE  I iARKST 


Slightly  lo*"er  prices  for  Anerican  apples  prevailed  in  the  Liver- 
pool auction  on  Wednesday,  January  18,  according  to  quotations  cabled  to 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Ecomnics  "by  fir.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Department 1  s 
Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe.     Supplies  of  barreled  apples  were  light  but 
sold  at  lower  prices  than  those  prevailing  last  week.    The  main  exception 
was  the  price  paid  for  Virginia  Ycrk  Imperials  of  good  color  and  bright 
appearance.    These  sold  at  a  narked  premium  over  the  ruling  nrice.  Boxed 
supplies  ^ere  light  to  moderate,  but  the  demand  in  general  was  slow  except 
for  Oregon  Delicious,  which  were  actively  competed  for.    Yellow  Newtowns 
were  maintained  at  last  week's  levels. 


Virginia  York  Imperials  of  good  color  and  bright  appearance  topned 
the  market,  U.  S.  Ho.  1,  3£  inch  stock  selling  at  from  $3.27  to  S10.8S 
per  barrel,  as  against  S7.91  to  S8.39  per  barrel  last  week.    The  ruling 
price  for  U.  S.  Ho.  1,  3£  inch  Yorks,  however,  ranged  from  S7.79  to  S8.27, 
a  decline  of  12  cents  per  barrel,  compared  with  last  week1  s  quotations. 
There  were  practically  no  supplies  of  barreled  'Tinesaps    for  the  auction 
and  York  Imperials  were  in  light  supply. 

Oregon  Delicious  topped  the  market  in  the  bo:;ed  lines,  Extra  Fancy 
fruit,  sizes  150,  163/175,  passing  the  hammer  quickly  at  S3. 83  per  box. 
Supplies  of  that  variety  were  light  and  the  demand  was  good.     Supplies  of 
Washington  Vinesaps  and  Rome  Beautys  were  moderate  but  the  demand  was  slow, 
the  various  sizes  and  grades  selling  slightly  below  last  week's  prices. 
Oregon  Spitzenbergs  advanced  about  50  cents  per  box  but  sold  slowlv  at 
from  S2.92  to  S3. 10  per  box  for  Extra  Fancy  fruit,  sizes  150,  153/175,  oom- 
pared  with  $2.43  to  S2.55  last  week.    Th^  market  for  Yellow  I'ewto^ns  from 
the  Pacific  Coast  States  remained  unchanged,  the  various  sizes  and  grades 
selling  at  the  previous  weekTs  r^uotations.     3oxed  apples  in  general  are 
only  in  moderate  supply. 

Supplies  of  Spanish  oranges  afloat  for  British  markets  at  the  pres- 
ent time  are  reported  as  being  light.    The  market  is  higher,  fruit  in  good 
condition  bringing  from  o2.92  to  S3, 89  per  half-case  of  110  pounds  for 
300' s  as  against  S2.68  to  ^3.65  last  week.     The  demand  is  improving  for 
high  grade  grapefruit,  states  Mr.  Smith,    The  first  direct  shipments  of 
grapefruit  from  Daytona,  Florida,  arrived  in  Liverpool  during  the  Past  week, 
creating  great  interest  in  the  trade.    The  condition  of  the  fruit  on  arrival 
was  excellent.
